REMARKS 

Abandonment of this application was unintentional. In early June 1992, 1 received 
instructions from the assignee to abandon the parent application and to file a continuation-in-part 
application. I filed an Express Abandonment of the parent application on August 13, 1992 at 
the same time with a request for a file wrapper continuation as a divisional application. I filed 
the continuation application request in order to maintain the filing date of the parent application 



and to move forward with the examination of the nonelected inventions, in accordance with the 
intention of the assignee and the inventors. Due to a clerical error, I was not aware that the 
parent had become abandoned on April 27, 1992 and that the final nonextensible deadline of 
July 27, 1992 had passed.
